“Attached are some pages from my Slania collection. My collection includes all 
the countries for which he designed and/or engraved stamps. The United 
Nations were the last stamps engraved by Slania to be issued. In addition there 
are two engraved items, The Battle of Lutzen which he engraved from a 
painting by Carl Wahlborn. The detail is amazing. The second is a page of 
World Championship boxers which he did because of his love of boxing. 

The Poland page shows the first stamps he engraved (outlined in black). The 
worker with the axe was engraved by Polak but the axe is attributed by Slania 
when he was an apprentice. If anyone is interested more about Slania there is

Note 1: Slania has been credited with this stamp in various databases and the Czesiaw Slania Study Group in Mihwwubee, 
| Wisconsin USA (now closed), and credit Sank as the engraver. In P985 it was announced by the US Postal Service that Sania 
was to engrawe the World War | stamp, There was controversy about a foreign engraver doing this work and the engraving for 
the Korean War Veterans Stamp wès ceeded to an American engraver, Thomas Hipschen. 


| Note 2 : Staley Gibbons cites Yves Baril as the engraver for this stamp. Searching a database for Yves faril does not show that 


| he engraved this stamp, References by the Anne Metta Heindorl database and the Creslaw Slania Study Group. Ser Note 1h, 
credits Slania as the engraver.

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The last issued engraving before the death of Slaniaon 17 March 2005, Three commemorative stamps 
and three souvenw sheets were issued to celebrate the Oth Anniversary of the General Assembly. The 
stamos and sheets were issued in three denominations for New York, Geneva and Vienna, Besides the 


different denarminatiors the stamp borders and laurel leaves on each sheet were printed in different 
colours.

New Aquistions: (Martyn) 


A used stamp example from the Roman Britain set issued by the GB Post Office 
in 2020 which has a local connection showing the Caerleon amphitheatre. The 
stamp also has the pictorial postmark commemorating Jack Charlton.

Martyn has also added to his Fiji collection with the following covers and 
includes some explanation of the stamps used in marine mail. 


With the restoration ot the service ın November, 1Y29, a Iresn type or stamps— 
see G—came into general use. As the datestamps used on the other ships were of 
similar pattern to the ‘Tahiti, it would be, to quote the Immortal Bard, “wasteful and 
ridiculous excess” to illustrate them, but ‘Monowai’ is shown on page 7. There were 
differences of size, etc., as follows: — 


Aorangi 35mm. NZ R. 

Makura 314mm. .N.Z. R.M.S. 

Maunganui 344mm. N.Z. RMS. 

Monowai 334mm. N.Z R.M.S. up to Oct °31, then circle damaged 
between R. & M. from 22 June °33 and 
dot after R does not show. 


Niagara 34mm. N.Z. RMS. 
ie 324 mm. New  „ shorter obliterating bars. 


A New Zealand writer says “the Makura, Maunganui and Tahiti show traces of 
ornaments below the date-line” but the “ornaments” referred to are merely the cut 
away parts of the stamps which show, more or less, when the stamp is too heavily 
struck on the envelope, etc. The Aorangi, Monowai and Niagara postmarks also 
show traces of the “ornaments” which are not confined to “below the date-line.” 
(Other, and later, scribes may perhaps wish to note this information).

A monochrome photocard with no publisher detail of Chepstow St. Mary's football team of 1904/05 
sent in 1906. The card was sent with a green Edwardian 4d stamp and circular Chepstow postmark.
